THE JACK DANIEL CASE. : 


As we read the decision of the United States Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals, that court has turned its back 
upon the age-old right of an accused man to be tried 
The Jack Daniel dis- 
‘tillery was not milked in Indiana, nor was the con- 
‘spiracy consummated in that State. Yet the de 
'fendants were tried in Indiana because, it was al- 
leged, one of the objects of the conspiracy was to 

transport liquor through that State. A truckload 
‘of Jack Daniel liquor was captured in Indiana, and 
| the tools used in the conspiracy were carried through 
‘the State. On that basis the Government brought its 


‘case against the defendants in a Federal court in 


| Indiana. 


The Circuit Court of Appeals upheld the claim of 
'the Government that an overt act which was com- 
s | mitted in furtherance of a conspiracy justifies the 
'prosecution of conspirators at the place where the 
s | overt act was committed. It denied the contention of 
g the defendants that, since no conspiracy was charged 
as having been organized in Indiana, the case was 
| wrongly tried there and should have been tried in 
| Missouri. 

| We think the possible effects of such a ruling may 
prove very damaging. In fact, if not in theory, it 
‘nullifies the dictum that a man accused of crime can- 
not be hauled far from the scene of that crime, but 
must be tried in the neighborhood. That dictum 
represents the experience of centuries. It was wrung 
|by the people from their rulers as a safeguard 
against injustice. It has just as much point and 
value these days as when it was first enunciated.
